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TELEPHONE REGULATION. 

The Legislatures of both Missouri. and 
Illinois will probably enact some law to 
limit the exactions of the Bell Telephone 
monopoly. This may be done either by 
prescribing a maximum charge for the 
use of telephones, as the Indiana Legisla- 
ture did, or by authorizing municipalities 
to regulate the rates by ordinanoe, each. 
for itself. 

The last is decidedly the best plan. What 
may be fair compensation for telephone

Seven Lives Lost—The Survivors Rescued 
From the Water by Passing Vessels—Ke- 
ports of Disasters at Sea—Shipping in 
Danger—A Miner Killed While Digging 
Coal—Severely Injured—Casualties, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATOR. 

SEATTLE, W. T., December 25.—The steamer 
Leif Erickson was burned to the water’s edge 
at6o’clock last evening off Alki Point, five 
miles west of this city. Five lives were lost, 
perhaps seven. The Erickson was a propel- 
ler, twenty-four tons burden and plied be- 
tween Seattle and Sidney, Mason County, and 
was en route to that point when the accident 
occurred. Fire broke out inthe pllot- house 
and it is believed to have been caused by a 
lamp explosion. Another theory is that a 
demijohn in the pilot-house was broken and 
the whiskey ran through to the boiler and ig- 
nited. There were thirty-six people aboard 
at the time. The fire spread instantly through- 
out the interior cabin. The boat was about 
two miles from shore. Capt. John Niube, the 
owner of the boat, was in command. He left 
the wheel-house for the purpose of iaunching 
the life raft, but found the passengers trying 
to put the raft overboard. In the struggle to 
rescue the raft from the passengers Capt. 
Niube fell overboard with the raft. Meantime 
the passengers, putting on life preservers and 
seizing firewood or anything else that would 
float, jumped overboard. Capt. Niube saw 
his niece, Miss Annie Toliner, daughter of 
Mrs. Bertha Tollner of Sidney, struggling in 
the water about one hundred and fifty feet 
from him and he did his utmost to push the 
raft toward her,

hampered with gum boots and almost help- 
less. The steamer Skagit Cliief, en route to 
Tacomo, sawthe fireand crowded on steam 
to give assistance. She reseued seven people.

A HORSE IN TROPICAL AFRICA. 


He Makes a Big Sensation and Brightens the 
Natives Terribly. 


From the New York Sun. 

Several incidents of recent African éxplora- 
tion call to mind the stories that were told of 
the early travels of white men in this country. 
A white man on horseback isa very unusual 
spectacle in tropical Africa, and the animal 
Mr. Hodister rode afew months ago made al- 
most as much of a sensation as the horses that 


Cortez introduced into Mexico. Hodister’s 
2 was a short one, extending only from 

andana, on the coast of Boma, on the Oongo, 
but it led the traveler through a densely peo- 
pled ty om of which little is yet known. 
My horse, he writes, made a great sensa- 
tion. At sight of him all the women in the 
Village at first were petrified with astonish- 
ment. They stood motionless with their eyes 
fixed on the strange animal. Coming to them- 
selves at last, with their hands raised above 
their heads, they raised their cry of Ho, ho, 
ho!’ expressive of boundless astonishment. 
Some of them threw themselves upon the 
ground, smiting their breasts. Could it be, 
they said, that such a great beast, witha white 
man abov im, was harmiess? Such an ani- 
mal must tainly eat black peop! e. 

‘*When we convinced them at last that the 
horse was harmless and that he was a very 
useful animal they ventured nearer. They 
had no eyes for anything but the horse. As 
we passed through the villages many of the 
inhabitants followed us. The men turned back 
after a mile or so, but many of the women, who 
showed the greatest interest and curiosity, 
followed us for three miles. When 
my horse trotted they trotted too, 
their eyes fixed on the beast. Unmind- 
ful of where they were stepping, they 
fell into the furrows in the manioc fle ds and 
tumbled down inthe tall grass. They kept 
pointing the animals out to the babies that 
were fastened on their backs. From some of 
the villages 8 came to me asking me 
to stop awhile in their towns that they might 
have time to admire the prod 

A whole menagerie of Afric can curiosities 
would not excite so much attention in the civ- 
ilized world as this horse aroused in a part of 
Africa where the zebra never roams and no 
species of the horse family is known.

THE TERMS UPON WHICH KILRAIN AGREES 
TO FIGHT SULLIVAN. 


He Will Battle for a Stake of at Least $40,- 


**‘Dog-Collar”’ Must Be Fought fer—Sport- 
ing Matters. 


By Telegraph to the Post DIsPaTcu. 

New York, December 25.—The following are 
the terms upon which Kilrain will insist in the 
meeting with Sullivan: That the stakes be 
$20,000 a side, open for $25,000a side; that the 
battle be fought within 200 miles of any city 
that may be mutually agreed upon. Kilrain’s 
representatives would prefer New Orleans or 
Sioux City; the battle to be for the Police 
Gazette Diamond belt, which represents the 
championship of the world, ana to take place 
in three or four months after signing the arti- 
cles. Should Sullivan object to meeting Kilrain 
earlier than four months, then the date of 
meeting must be decided upon by a toss, the 
party winning to have the privilege of naming 
three, four or six months from signing arti- 
cles. Underno conditions will Kilrain’s rep- 
resentatives agree to sign articles unless the 
Police Gazette diamond beit, which represents 
the championship of the worid, is to be con- 
tended for. It represents the heavyweight 
championship of the world, and the fact that 
Jem Smith and Jake Kilrain fought for it 
settles the question, and the leading 
sporting authorities—the Sportsman and 
Sporting Life (London) and the 
New York Clipper and Spirit of te 
Times—have decided that the trophy 
represents the championship of the world just 
thesame as the famous English belt Tom 
Sayers and John C. Heenan fought for repre- 
sented the championship of England. il- 
rain’s representatives will agree to put up the 
balance ofthe $10,000 stakes in two install- 
ments of $2,500 aside two months from sign- 
ing articles and tbe third and final deposit of 
$2,500 a side two months from the 
date mutually agreed upon for the bat 
tle, the deposits to be made with the 
Clipper and at the post of the final deposit the 
stake-holder and referee to be elected. Kul- 
rain’s representatives will insist on the 
referee being appointed at the posting of the 
final deposit in order that there will no 
wrangle at the ring and no fiasco. Should 
Sullivan’s backers object to these terms tben 
there will be no match made, for Kilrain does 
not wish to go into training for several weeks, 
andthen when he enters the ring, find out 
that the opposition will not agree upon any

Rifles Under Ransom.

‘*I served not only 

under Gen. Ran- 

som during the 

war, but also un- 

der his father, H. 

C. Ransom, who

as Lieutenant of the 

old rifle regiment long before the outbreak of 

the rebellion, and who mace his namé 

dreaded by all the Indians of Texas 

and New Mexico, and also by 

the Mexican bandits who swarmed along 

the Rio Grande border for years after the sig- 
nature of the treaty of Guaduloupe Hidalgo. 

‘*Lieut. Ransom commanded the troop in 
which I was Corporal during one of the sharp 
est expeditions against the Kiowas, the Oay- 
guas as they used to be called, that ever took 
place, and that did more to break the power 
of that famous tribe than any that ever took 
place until MacKenzie tookthem in hand in 
1867. It took place in the summer of 1852, and 
was participated in bya fine band of Texas 
rangers underthe command of the famous 
Capt. Jack Hays. 

A WARLIKE TRIBE. 

The Kiowas in those days, Maj. Coch- 
rane went on to say, were by far the bravest 
and best trained Indians on the Southern 
plains. The so-cailed Comanche raids far into 
the interior of Mexico, extending at times 
almost as far south as Monterey, were in 
reality nearly invariably led by the Kiowas, 
who, although they were frequently at war 


with theic more numerous neighbors, always 
united with them when a marauding expedi- 
tion was to be made, and invariably led the 
van. They were not nearly so exclusively 
horse Indians as the Comanches, but often 
fought on foot, although they preferred a 
horseback battle. Their arms were admira- 
bly adapted to this style of combat. The prin- 
cipal weapons were a long lance with a shar 
iron spike about eighteen inches in lenat 
driven into the end, anda short horseman’s 
bow. The points of their lances, instead of be- 
ing polished like those of the Mexican lances, 
were roughenea with afileand keptina very 
rusty condition. In addition to this they were 
barbed like an arrow, with the barbs project- 
ing forward instead of backward, the object 
being to tear a jaggied hole, and yet to pre- 
vent any obstacié to the withdrawal of the 
lanee. Their bows were the most peculiar I 
ever saw. They were not more than thirty 
inches long, and were wrapped from end to 
end with split sinew. When unstrung they 
bent back in the opposite direction from that 
which they held when ready for use. 
A DEADLY CONTRIVANCB. 

»The arrews were made with heads ham- 
mered out of barrel hoops, were kept rusty 
like the lanee points, and were fastened to the 
shafts by sinews: Along each arrow was cut 
along, irregular groove, called the blood 
trench. These apparently rude contrivances 
were as deadly weapons within their range, 
about fifty yards, as can well be imegined. 
When a shaft took effect the flowing 
blood would wet and relax the 
sinew, causing it to separate from 
the shaft, and preventing its extraction b 
any means except cutting. The blood-trenc 
was to prevent the lips of a wound from 
closing about the shaft, thus stopping the 
flow of blood. Many men shot with the Kiowa 
arrow have bled to death because of the ex- 
istence of this blood-trench, who would have 
readily recoverd if wounded byan ordinary 
shaft. In addition ta, these offensive 
arms, always supplemented by a knife, 
and often by a hatchent the Kiowas 
carried as defensive arms a buffalo-hide 
shield, round in shape, and about two anda 
half feet in diameter, and some of them wore 
a buffalo cuirass, stiffened with a sort of glue, 
which would turn a lance or arrow point 
under ordinary circumstances, the only in- 
stance of the use of defensive armor 
heard of among our Indians. 
they were the best 
courageous Indians
